Gen. Dickinson Turned Down 
| by the President. 


Regular Army Officers to Lead 
Troups tu Manila. 


Gen. Merritt to Have His Pick of 
Regulars and Volunteers—Tenth 
Pennsylvania to Go With Him to 
the Philippines. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] California will have no 
brigadier-general. This information 
was conveyed to Senator Perkins today 
by Secretary of War Alger in a note 
which, in giving the information, said 
further that the President had deter- 
mined to make no further appointments 
at this time, and consequently no ac- 
tion could be taken on applications 
from California. 

This leaves the command of the Cali- 
fornia troops in the hands of the regular 
officers promoted in the first orders. It 
seems probable that Brig.-Gen. Ander- 
son, who should be in San Francisco 
soon, will command the first brigade to 
go to the Philippines, and Brig.-Gen. 
Compton the second, which would give 
representation to both arms of the 
service and put under Gen. Merriam 
and Gen. Otis two officers of experi- 
ence and skill. 

Th. expedition to the Philippines was 
given notable reinforcements today 
“when the fighting Tenth Pennsylvania 
Volunteers was ordered to proceed at 
once to San Francised: This regiment, 
under Col. Alexander Hawkins, has the 
best record of any of the crack regi- 
ments of Pennsylvania’s fine militia. 
For more than twenty years it has seen 
servite during: railroad and mine riots, 
and has always borne the brunt of the 
service. It is made up of young men 
from country tgwns in western Penn- 
sylvania who have made drill a pas- 
time, and whose camp life has been 
rigid and scholarly. Under fire in the 
coke regions and at Pittsburgh, Home- 
stead and Hazleton, they have proved 
their mettle and will be almost as 
good as the regulars under Gen. Mer- 
ritt. 
In addition to the Pennsylvanians, it 
was practically determined today that 
a regiment of cavalry should accom- 
pany the expedition. One battalion 
now at San Francisco from the Fourth 
and Seventh is principally in Arizona 
and Utah, while the Eighth is in the 
Dakotas. The places of any of these 
troops could be filled by state forces. 
Gen. Merritt, it is understood, will 
have the privilege of drawing upon 
these regulars, with the men of the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Infantry and 
Third Artillery to make up his force. 

While no transports were added to 
the fleet today, the War Department 
continues in the belief that it will be 
possible to obtain ships on short notice. 
It has the refusal of the speedy China 
when she arrives, and all other Pacific 
steamers sailing from the Sound across 
the Pacific are available at low figures, 
on condition that they are given Amer- 
ican register. The owners of the Ohio 
and Connemaugh could have had char- 
ters at fair rates had it been desired, 
but they insisted upon selling, which 
was not agreeable to the government. 
The department still believes the 
Peking will get away by Friday. 

The fact that California has had only 
one staff place puts the Pacific Coast 
in line with the South in this respect. 
Senators Perkins and White and other 
members of the delegation have in- 
dorsed many applications, but nothing 
has been done in the matter, and they 
have slight hopes. 


“DICKINSON NOT FIT.” 


So Said President McKinley on Read- 
ing the Record of the General. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—[Special 
Dispatch to the San Francisco Exam- 
iner:] An-abstract of the court of in- 
quiry, appointed by Gov. Markham to 
investigate the failure of Gen. Dickin- 
son, commanding a force of the Na- 
tional Guard to quell the strike of 1894, 
at Sacramento, was presented to the 
President today. Mr. McKinley care- 
fully examined this report and then 
remarked: 

“A man who has shown himself so 
incompetent is not fit to be put in any 


important position, an certainly 
should not be placed in chakge of a 
large body of troops.” 


This statement of the President is re- 
garded as settling any chances Dickin- 
son may have had of securing this 
place. 

The members of the California dele- 
gation who indorsed Dickinson have ex- 
perienced a decided change of mind, 
due to recent information received from 
California. Representative de Vries, 
who indorsed Dickinson at the request 
of a number of friends in the National 
Guard of his State, today conferred 
with other members of the delegation 
in the House, who have signed their 
names to Dickinson’s application for

similar reasons, and it is probable that 
the entire House delegation will with- 
draw the indorsements. 

Congressman Loud said tonight that 
he had accompanied the Republican 
members of the California delegation 
to the White House under the delusion 
that they had at last agreed upon one 
man for an appointment, but in the 
brief interview they had with the Presi- 
dent he discovered his error and 
promptly announced his position. Per- 
sonally, he has no interest whatever in 
Dickinson's appointment and does not 
hesitate to say so. This seems to be 
the case with all the members of the 
delegation. 

Judge Maguire, the only member who 
knows Dickinson personally, will not 
indorse him, and the general's igno- 
minious record presented to the Presi- 
dent today settles all chances he ever 
had of securing this place.

Naturally the sudden 
change came a bit hard upon them, but 
there has been no complaining, even 
during the first dys when everything 
was particularly bad.”

REFUGEES FROM PORTO RICO, 


They Tell About the Bombardment 
of San Juan. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

(Copyright, 189%.) 

ST. THOMAS (D. W. 1...) May 18.— 
Over thirty “Porto Rican refugees, 
mostly women, with very little money, 
arrived here last night on board the 
French steamer Rodriguez. 

It is rumored that the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Porto Rico has issued a procla- 
mation saying eight soldiers were 
killed and thirty-four wounded as a re- 
sult of the bombardment of the forts 
at San Juan by a portion of Rear-Ad- 
miral Sampson's fleet on May 12. He 
adds that two guns were dismounted 
at Moro Castle, which otherwise was 
very little damaged. He also says the 
other forts were not much hurt. In 
the town one shot, it is alleged, pene- 
trated the place, and the corner of a 
powder-house was carried away. No 
school children were killed, The trans- 
port Alfonso XIi and the Spanish 
steamer Manuela were damaged by the 
American fire. The Spaniards, as usual, 
claim they won a victory, basing this 
assertion upon the fact that the 
American warships departed under fire. 

But, the refugees say, the city of San 
Juan is etill terrorized, its inhabitants 
being in hourly fear of the reappearance 
of the Americar fleet and a repetition 
of the bombardment. Therefore people 
are camping in the country out of 
range of the American guns. 

The Spaniards claim that Freeman 
Halstead, the newspaper correspondent 
who was sentenced to nine years’ im- 
prisonment for photographing the 
fortificationsof San Juan, was wounded 
by a shot which struck the town jail, 
but the refugees say he was probably 
shot by the Spaniards.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Secretary 
Long gave out the welcome informae 
tion today that the battleship Oregon, 
the second largest craft in the Amerte 
can navy, had successfuly completed 
her long trip from San Francisco, make 
ing the entire circle of South America 
and was now safe Whether or not, 
she had joinc. * Sampson's flee® 
the Secretary would not say. The rigid 
secrecy of the Navy Department wag 
relaxed only enough to make known the 
best news the Navy Department had 
received since the battle of Manila, ag 
it meant not only that the Oregog 
Was out of narms way from a cone 
certed attack on this one ship by the 
whole Spanish squadron, now in south- 
ern waters, but also that her greag 
fighting strength would be added ta 
Admiral Sampson's force in the neag 
future, if, indeed, it had not already 
augmented the admiral’s strength. 

THE OREGON’S TRIP. 

The Oregon left San Francisco aboug 
six weeks ago, before the war had bee 
opened, and at that time it was ade 
mitted that she was to join the ships 
in Atlantic waters. She stopped at Cale 
lao for dispatches and then went 
around the Horn and then up the eas@ 
coast of South America. 

In ail the trip covered more tha 
13,000 miles. The last stretch from Bae 
hia to the Windward Islands has bee 
followed with anxiety by naval offle 
cials, for by a strange coincidence the 
formidable Spanish squadron of are 
mored cruisers and torpedo boats ape 
proached the Windward Islands at the 
very time when the Oregon was due 
there. It had been suspected that the 
Spanish admiral would try to intercept 
the battleship with his superior fores 
and, before leav@ng Bahia, Capt. Claris 
of the Oregon was warned to keep @ 
close lookout for the Spanish fleet. 

In reply, Capt. Clark expressed hig 
confidence tn being able to hold his owg 
single-handed with the Oregon agains§ 
all the Spanish cruisers.

On the whole, the armament, armor 
and speed of the Alabama, with a @is- 
placement of 11,500 tons, compares .fa- 
vorably with the latest type of battle- 
ships abroad with a displacement of 
15,000 tons. 

The maximum thickness of armor on 
the water line is 16% inches, tapering 
to 9%4inches at the bottom of the belt. 
The casemate armor is 5% inches thick, 
and the superstructure armor is of 
the same thickness. The armor of the 
13-inch gun turrets is 15 inches tHick, 
except in the porthole plate, which is 
17 inches thick. The armor of the bar- 
bettes on which the turrets rest is 15 
inches thick. The thickness of the pro- 
tective deck armor on the flat over the 
citadel amidships, and also forward 
and aft, is 2% inches, and the thickness 
of the slopes forward and aft of the 
amidship citadel is 14 inches, 

The conning tower is cylindrical and 
10 inches thick. The total weight of 
armor and bolts is 2720 tons, and of the 
protective deck armor, 593 tons. The 
weight of armament with normal sup- 
ply of ammunition, which is two-thirds 
of the full war supply, is S¢4 tons. 

The buiiders say the construction of 
the Alabama has been delayed over a 
year by the failure of the last Con- 
gress to provide the necessary armor. 
Had prompt provision been made for 
the manufacture of the armor, the Ala- 
bama would at this time, instead of be- 
ing launched, be fitting out for service.

SAM IS INSINCERE. 


No Justification for Hostilities With 
Spain— The Result Cannot Be 
Wholesome for Either Europe 
or America.

FRIEDRICHSRUHE, May 18.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.)

The United States will be 
forced to adopt an intermeddling policy 
leading to unavoidable frictions. She 
thus abandoned her traditional peace 
policy, and in order to maintain her 
position she must become a military 
and a naval power—an expensive lux- 
ury, which her geographical position 
rendered unnecessary. 

“America’s change of front means 
retrogression in the high sense of civi- 
lization. This is the main regrettable 
fact about the war.” 


Regarding the speech made on Friday f 


last by Joseph Chamberlain at Bir- 
mingham, Prince Bismarck said: 

“The importance thereof depends 
upon whether Mr. Chamberlain's pri- 
vate opinions are those of the British 
government. Close Anglo-American re- 
lations are doubtless feasible. but an 
alliance is improbable and unservice- 
able to both. 

“Besides, it is a mistake to call the 
Americans Saxons. Theirs is a mixed 
blood—British, Irish, German, French 
and Scandinavian. The Anglo-Saxon 
does not even predominate today. This 
dwelling on so-called race interests is 
nonsense in politics. Look at the Rus- 
so-French agreement and the Driebund. 
Politics are not dictated by such far- 
fetched sentimentalities. 

“Germany's duty, plainly, is to main- 
tain her interests, carefully nursing the 
good neighborship of the European na- 


tions.”

THE CHARLESTON STARTS ON 

: HER LONG VOYAGE. 

Maj.-Gen. Otis Assumes Charge of 


the Outfitting of Troops for 
the Expedition. 


WORK ON TRANSPORT FLEET. 


CITY OF PEKING WILL SOON BE 


READY TO SAIL. 


Four Thoasand Soldiers Now Camped 
at the Presidio—Second Oregon 
Battalion Arrives—Many 
Others en Route. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—The 
Charleston had not passed through 
the Golden Gate at 5 o’clock this even- 
ing, although she left Mare Island 
shortly after 10 o’clock this morning, 
bound for Manila. It is generally un- 
derstood that her compasses are be- 
ing adjusted near Angel Island, but 
there may be other reasons for the de- 
lay, as this operation usually requires 
but two or three hours. Her com- 
mander may be awaiting further in- 
structions from the department at 
Washington, as his vessel is within 
easy reach of the government boat 
which plies between this city and the 
garrison at Angel Island and Alcatraz 


Island. 
Maj,-Gen. Otis, who arrived from 
Denver last night, today assumed 


charge of the organization, outfitting 
and sailing of the troops bound for 
Manila. Gen. Otis held a long con- 
sultation with Gen. Merriam this morn- 
ing, and the first step decided upon 
was the inspection of the City of Pe- 
king, which is scheduled to transport 
the first regular troops to the Philip- 
pines. Her accommodations were thor- 
oughly examined and a few alterations 
will be made, which will delay the de- 
of the «vessel until Saturday 
next. 

When ready for sea the Peking will 
carry four 4-pound Hotchkiss rapid- 
fire guns, two being placed in her bow 
and two in her stern. She is being pre- 
pared for the reception of 1400 enlisted 
men, 72 army officers, 8 navy officers 
and 112 sailors. The latter, with their 
officers, ta man the Spanish ships cap- 
tured by Admiral Dewey. 

There are now nearly four thousand 
men camped at the Presidio, and nearly 
as many more will be here by the mid- 
dle of next week. 

The Second Battalion of the Oregon 
volunteers, under command of Col. 
Summers, arrived here today from 
Portland and were received with great 
enthusiasm. They are a fine body of 


of the soldiers that have arrived here 
from other States. They were met at 
the ferry depot by the Second Artillery 
Band, and headed by a platoon of po- 
lice, the soldiers, who showed few 
signs of fatigue after. their long jour- 
ney, marched up Market street to Van 

Ness avenue, thence to the Presidio, 
where they wére enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the soldiers already en- 
camped there. There were 650 men and 
officers in the second batch of men from 
the Webfoot State. 

“Work on the transports City of Syd- 
ney and Australia is proceeding in a 
very leisurely manner. The former 
vessel is being coaled and painted, and 
a few carpenters are at work in her 
interior, but that is all. Unless a force 
of mechanics is put at work on her at 
once, the vessel will not be ready to 
léave for a week or more. - 

Little is being done on the Austra- 
lia, but as she is less in need of re- 
pairs and alteration than the other ves- 
sel, it will not take so long to fit her 
for service, when orders are once is- 
sued to get her ready for departure. 


Presidio is generally good, in spite of 
the hardships and exposure that they 
have had to endure. There are one 
or two case of incipient pneumonia, 
and a few case of fever, but that is 
about all. One man from McMinniville, 
Or., has been stricken with some dis- 
ease resembling measles, but the army 
physicians are not all sure that this is 
his malady: He has been quarantined 
as a matter of precaution. 

Special notices to Pacific Coast mar- 
iners were issued today by the hydro- 
graphic service to the effect that all 
the principal ports on the Atlantic sea- 
board have been mined with torpedoes 
and warnings are given to captains of 
vessels that infraction of the law may 
result in the shore batteries opening 
fire on the intruding vessel. 


TROOPS EVACUATE, 


Camp Outside the Rickety Ware- 
house Provided for Barracks. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESY DAY REPORT. 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—The six 
hundred men who have been stationed 
on the second floor in the Fanta ware- 
house at Fort Mason evacuated their 
position last night ‘shortly after 11 
o’clock, and spent the rest of.the night 
on the sands which surround the struc- 

ture. , 

The men had just settled down to rest 
last night, when a loud cracking noise 
was heard, followed by the cracking of 
collapsing timbers. A hasty examina- 
tion was made, and it was discovered 
that some of the heavy timbers sup- 
porting the second floor were cracking 
and bending under weight imposed 
upon them. 

A consultation of officers was held, 
and it was decided to remove the men 
from the building as @ precautionary 
measure. The men marched out in sin- 
gle file, taking their blankets and camp 
equipment with them. The six hun- 
dread men filed out of the building un- 
der perfect discipline in less than five 
minutes. 

The men on the third and fourth 
floors were not removed, their com- 
manders deeming their positions safe 
for the time being.

We went out a’ little 
Way and anchored, after which I got 
back ashore on the tugboat and se- 
cured my papers, after which we sailed 
immediately. 

Soon after we left Gibraltar, two 
small craft were sighted astern, and 
it did not take us long to make them 
out to be Spanish torpedo boats. They 
were evidently in pursuit of us, and for 
thirty miles they followed us, but when 
night came on we: put on a full head 
of steam and ran for it out into the 
open sea. We kept going lively all 
night, and when day dawned our pur-

CABLES MUST BE CUT. 


COMPLETE ISOLATION OF BLANCO 


IS DESIRABLE. 

Up to This Time He Has Been in 
Constant Co icatio With 


the Outside World—A Stop Will 
Be Pat to This, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The com- 
plete isolation of Gen. Blanco from the 
outside world is now looked upon by 
leading military and naval authorities 
as an essential movement to be exe- 
cuted at the earliest possible moment. 
The pressing need of this has become 
a movement within the last few days, 
since Gen. Blanco is known to have 
been in constant cable communication 
with the admiral of the Spanish squad- 
ron, and also with Madrid. 

He has thus been an intermediary be- 
tween the government and the admiral, 
informing them of his own needs, and 
advising trem on matters of policy. The 
authorities here feel the need of bring- 
ing this communication to an end, and 
official inquiry has developed that 
there will be little difficulty in isolat- 
ing Gen. Blanco if the necessary steps 
are immediately and energetically 
taken. 

Havana’s comunication with the out- 
side world is carried on by means 
of five distinct cable lines. Two of these 
run to the United States, and are of 
course closed against Gen. Blanco. 
The remaining three cable exits from 
Havana are by way of Santiago on 
the south coast of Cuba, Havan is con- 
nected by two land lines with San- 
tiago, and also by one shore cable with 
Santiago. 

The actual departure of the cables 
from Cuba occurs at Santiago, two of 
the lines running thence to Jamaica, 
and one to Hayti. When a message 
has once left Cuba by one of the three 
lines still open, it has not less than 
six different routes it can adopt after 
leaving Jamaica or Hayti. From Ja- 
maica one route goes to Colon, Cape 
Verde Islands, and thence to Spain; 
a second route goes to Bermuda, Hali- 
fax and thence to Spain; a third route 
goes to Venezuela, Pernambuco, Cape 
Verde and thence to Spain; a fourth 
route goes to the Windward Islands, 
Dutch Guiana, Pernambuco, Cape 
Verde and Spain. From Hayti there are 
two routes, one to Venezuela, Pernam- 
buco, Cape Verde and Spain, and a 
second by way of the Windward Isl- 
ands to British Guiana. 

The authorities here have with much 
labor figured out all of these various 
means by which Gen. Blanco can keep 
up his communications. They are satis- 
fied that three cables running to San- 
tiago are the routes from which all 
these various branches spring, and if 
this triple route is cut the entire sys- 
tem of Cuba and the outside world will 
be at an end. 

Santiago is not a strongly fortified 
town, and it is believed there would 
be little danger attending the cutting 
of the three cables at that point. The 
right to cut these cables is not doubted 
by the authorities, although most of 
them are British. 

The chief signal officer. Gen. Greely, 
first advanced the principle that in 
time of war the right existed to de- 
stroy property found in an enemy’s 
territory, and in the case of the cables 
that the right existed to destroy them 
within three marine leagues constitut- 
ing Spain's jurisdiction. 

Th principle has now been accepted, 
and is the policy on which the govern- 
ment is acting. When the cables at 
Santiago will be cut is not disclosed, 
but there is strong pressure, toward 
having the work done immediately, for, 
until it is done, Gen. Blanco maintains 
his communication and is thus en- 
abled to embarrass the operations of 
the military and naval forces. 


NO MEETING YET. 


Navy Department Uninformed About 
Any Naval Battle. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—There has 
been no meeting yet between the hostile 
fleets in the neighborhood of Cuba. 
That was all that could be learned 
this morning at the Navy Department. 
If the department is aware of the loca- 
tion of the Spanish squadron, it is 
carefully concealing the fact. By this 
time, supposing Schley to have gone 
southward, he should be somewhere off 
the coast of Cuba, and it may be that 
he has joined forces with Sampson. 

Naval officers are hoping that. the 
Spanish squadron has_ really passed 
through the Straits of Yucatan into 
the Gulf of Mexico, for in that case 
there is a reasonable expectation that 
by combined action.on the part of 
Sampson and Schley, one starting at 
the Windward Passage and the Florida 
Straits, and the other around the south 
of Cuba, coming to the Yucatan Straits,

RUSSELL ON ALLIANCE, 


LORD CHIEF JUSTICE INDICATES 
THE AIMS OF THE BRITISH. 

The Two English-speaking Nations 
Should Be on Amicable Terms. 
. but not Bound by a Formal Con- 

tract.

NEW YORK, May 19.—{Hxclusive 
Dispatch.] A epecial cablegram to the 
Journal from London. last night says 
Baron Russell of Killowen; Lord Chief 
Justice of Eng'and, was asked yester- 
day to send a message to the American 
people on the subject of the proposed 
alliance, and what he said, in spite of 
the guarded language made necessary 
by his exceedingly delicate position, 
shows clearly the sort of alliance which 
British leaders aré aiming at. Lord 
Russell’s statement was corrected in 
his own handwriting. It is the opinion 
of the one man in England, who, next 
to the Prime Minister, must weigh his 
words most carefully. Lord Russell 
said: 

“I, as Lord Chief Justice of England, 
cannot, {n my ofiicial capacity, give ut- 
terance to a sing/e word, nor can I, in 
my private position, act freely. It may 
be that I shall have to adjudicate upon 
questions arising out of this unfortu- 
nate war. As to relations between 
these islands ard the United States, 1 
do not see how two people, speaking 
the same tongue, sharing in the same 
ideals, and having no substantially an- 
tagonistic interests, can fail to be on 
amicable terms, and I think that this 
feeling should te rromulgated, not by 
any contract cr alliance, but as a re- 
sult of the natural feelings which stir 
two nations situated as we are." 

OUR FLEETS NEAR KEY WEST.

NEW YORK, May 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Sun special from Key 
West, Fla., says Commodore Schley’s 
flying squadron is in these immediate 
waters and in direct communication 
with the Washington authorities.

MERRITT’S MEN. 


He Will Be Given Fifteen Thousand 
Picked Troops. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, May 18.—A special from 
Washington to the Journal says: ; 
“It was officially announced at . the 
War Department today that Gen. Mer- 
ritt will have the strongest division. of 
15,000 men that it is possible to raise in 
the United States. Besides the 4000 
regulars which have been assigned to 
his command, he will be given the pick 
of the troops in the various States un- 
til his quota has been filled.

HOW THE DONS SKEDADDLED 
AT OLD SAN JUAN. 


Detailed Account of the Recent 
Bombardment by Admiral 
Sampson’s Fleet. 


DUAL OBJECT OF THE ATTACK. 


SPANISH FLEET WAS SUPPOSED TO 
BE IN THE HARBOR. 


The Plan Was to Destroy the Ships 
and Silence the Forts—The 


Spaniards Takn by 
Surprise. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

(Copyright, 1898.) 

KEY WEST (Fia.,) May 18.—The 
Dauntless, dispatch boat of the Asso- 
ciated Press, arrived here this morn- 
ing and brought the first detailed ac- 
count of the bombardment of San Juan 
de Porto Rico by a portion of the fleet 
under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Sampson, on May 12 last. 

The American warships sustained 
only trivial injury, and lost but one 
‘man killed. After the engagement the 
‘north end of Moro Castle was in ruins, 
‘the Cabras Island fort was silenced, 
and the San Carlos battery was dam- 
aged. 

No shots were aimed at the city, and 
it-is not known whether any damage 
was done there. Spaniards at St. 
Thomas claim that a schoolhouse was 
struck, and that the master and his 
pupils were killed; but this is not 
thought likely, as the bombardment 
took place early in the morning, and 
the school children probably were not 
in the building at the time. 

The plans of the fortifications fur- 
‘nished to the fleet were very mislead- 
ing. It- was known that the Spanish 
forts had recently been strengthened 
‘with new guns, but other facts de- 
veloped which showed miscalculations 
‘by those who drew the plans. Refugees 
‘in St. Thomas told the correspondents 
‘who touched there after the engage- 
ment, that the Spaniards thought the 
~forts at San Juan were stronger than 
those of Havana. 

- The United States fleet left Key West 
on May 3 to “intercept and destroy” 
the Spanish fleet, which had left the 

Cape Verde Islands. This was the only 
information the United States Navy De- 
partment and Admiral Sampson had on 

the subject. Our warships proceeded 
slowly eastward, and on May 8 were 
off Cape Haytien, republic of Hayti. 

Attempts were made there to obtain 
information regarding the whereabouts 
af the Spaniards, but no definite knowl- 
edge was obtained. 

Early on.the morning of May 12 
Rear-Admiral Sampson's ships ap- 
proached San Juan, the American Con- 
sul at Cape Haytien having informed 
that admiral that he had heard a re- 
port that thirteen Spanish ships had 
‘been seen heading for Porto Rico. 

_ The city of San Juan is situated in 
‘a long narrow pocket. A tongue of 
‘high land separates it from the ocean. 
‘The entrance of the harbor is easily 
defended, and the same can be said 
‘of the headlands of lofty Cabras Island, 
which lies in the throat of the pas- 
sage. These headlands have been 
fortified by the Spaniards, but they did 
not prove in any way dangerous to our 
warships. 

. The town of San Juan is on one side 
of the bay, and in the rear of the town 
rise high hills. To reach the city, the 
- ships must pass Moro Castle fortifica- 
‘tions and the battery of San Carlos, 
situated on a promontory at the east 
entrance of the harbor. Besides, they 
must pass the Canuelo battery’ on 
Cabras Island. 


SAMPSON’S PLAN OF ACTION. 
The attack on the forts so 
planned that our warships could be in 
& position to meet the Spanish vessels 
Should they emerge from the harbor. 
The following is the official plan of ac- 
tion issued to the American fleet: 


“The squadron will pass near Salinas 
Point and then steer about east to pass 
just outside the reefs off Cabras 
Islands. The column is to be formed 
as follows: The Iowa, flagship; In- 
diana, New York, Amphitrite and Ter- 
ror. The Detroit is to go ahead of 
the Iowa a distance of 1000 yards. The 
Wampautuck to keep onthe Iowa's star- 
board bow, distant 500 yards.

When near 
Cabras Island, one-half to one mile, the 
Detroit will rapidly cross the mouth of 
the harbor and be close under Moro 
to the westward, screened from the fire 
of Moro's western battery. If the old 
guns on the north side of Moro fire, she 
is to silence them. Those two cruisers 
are to keep on the lookout especially 
for Spanish torpedo-boat destroyers 
coming out of the harbor. 

“The Porter, when the action begins, 
will cross the harbor mouth behind the 
Iowa and close under the cliff to the 
eastward of the Detroit, and torpedo 
any Spanish cruiser trying to get out 
of the harbor, but she is not to at- 
tack destroyers. 

“The Wampautuck will tow one of 
her boats with its mast shipped, flying 
a red flag and having a boat's anchor 
aboard the tug so arranged, that she 
can stop the boat and anchor at the 
same time. She is to anchor the boat 
In about ten fathoms, witn Fort Canuelo 
and the western end of Cabras Island 
in range. 

“There will be two objects for attack, 
the batteries on Moro Castle and the 
men-of-war. If it is clear that Spanish 
vessels are lying in port, fire is.to be 
opened upon them as soon as they are 
_ discernible over Cabras Island. The 
motions of the flagship wil be followed 
in this regard. If it should become evi- 
dent, however, that neutral men-of-war 
are in the line of fire, a flag of truce 
will probably be sent in before the ves- 
sels are opened. The Porter is to hold 
herself in readiness for this service. 

“Care must be taken to avoid strik- 
ing the hospitals on Cabras Island. If 
it becumes necessary to. silence the 
Moro batteries, a portion of the fire will 
be directed with this object, but the 
principal object is to destroy the ships. 

“After passing the mouth of the har- 
bor, the Iowa will turn a little to star- 
board toward the town, and will turn 
out with a starboard helm and again 
pass to port, and after passing Cabras 
island to the westward, she will turn 
again with a starboard helm and pass 
as at first. Should this be 
and it be decided to hold the ships in 
‘front of the entrance, the signal ‘stop’ 
will be made at the p r time.

“The course after Fort Canuelo is 
brought into range with the west end 
of Cabras Island, will be east by south. 

“Should night fall with the post in 
the enemy’s hands, and the ships inside, 
the cruisers will take up positions just 
outside the harbor, the Montgomery to 
the eastward and the Detroit to the 
westward with their batteries ready 
and the men at the guns. They will 
show no lights. 

“The other ships, in succession, will 
sweep the entrance of the harbor and 
the channel leading into the anchorage, 
with searchlights to keep the torpedo- 
boat destroyers from coming out. 

“In case the enemy should escape 
from the port, fire is to be concentrated 
on the leading ship. Should the at- 
tempt be made at night, the search- 
lights in use are to be trained on her 
bridge and conning tower, and are to 
be held there.” 

DONS RUDELY AWAKENED. 

The fleet assembled at San Juan at 3 
o’clock on Thursday last and prepared 
for battle, stripping the decks and get- 
ting the guns, ammunition and appli- 
ances for handling the wounded ready. 

Rear-Admiral Sampson had trans- 
ferred his flag to the Iowa, and the 
attack on the forts began at 5:15 o’clock 
and lasted three hours. Although it 
was known at San Juan. that the 
American fleet was near, the Spaniards 
apparently kept no outlook. The sol- 
diers in the forts and the people in the 
town were fast asleep when our war- 
ships approached. It was not yet 
broad daylight, and the coast of the 
island was veiled in an unusual haze. 
A range of broken hills came almost 
down to the ocean, and, further in- 
land, making a sharp line against the 
sky, rose a tall range of mountains. 
Overhead the sky was a deep blue. A. 
ten-knot easterly breeze was blowing, 
and a long heavy swell gave a graceful 
motion to the sea. 

The plans of the admiral were thor- 
oughly carried out. The fleet steamed 
majestically into the harbor, and in due 
course of time opened a tremendous fire 
on the fortifications. Three times the 
warships made the circuit outlined in 
the official plan. The forts withstood 
the first round, but the Montgomery, 
from her station near Fort Canuelo, 


wrought destruction. With glasses the |. 


officers of the Montgomery could see 
the occupants of the forts jumping over 
the walls and running away. 

The Detroit, which went nearest to 
Moro, had to train her guns at a high 
angle. Her shots directed at the north 
side of Moro, cut deep furrows in the 
face of the fortifications. 

The Iowa leading the fleet, delivered 
her deadly missiles with great accu- 
racy upon Moro’s northern walls. The 
rest of the fleet fired in order, first on 
Moro and then on San Carlos, accord- 
ing to position. 

On the second round, the Spanish 
gunners were thoroughly awakened, 
and stood by their guns bravely, keep- 
ing up a furious but aimless fire. From 
their fortifications and high elevations 
they had a splendid opportunity — to 
cripple our fleet, but they seemed to 
fire as if only desirous of emptying 
their magazines. 

From the Associated Press dispatch 
boat we could see the American shells 
falling among the forts and troops of 
teh garrison, raising clouds of dust and 
causing fires to break out. It was 
hoped the Spanish fleet would emerge 
from the harbor as soon as the firing 
began, and a feeling of deep disappoint- 
ment spread through the fleet when the 
— reported that the harbor was 
clear. 

TERROR’S DARING ACT. 


At the end of the third round the 
monitor Terror failed to hear the order 
to withdraw, and engaged More Castle 
alone for half an hour. . 

As seen from the dispatch boat of the 
Associated Press, which occupied a 
grand-stand position, the squatty little 
monitor in tackling the towering fort 
was making a magnifid°nt display of 
daring. The Terror moved in as if she 
intended to ram the Spanish forts, and 
the Spanish gunners eidently became 
very much excited at her behavior, for 
they fired very rapidly and without 
taking aim, and the Terror was not 
touched. 

From the dispatch boat every shot 
fired by the Spaniards could be seen. 
The flash and smoke of the batteries 
were followed by great splashing hun- 
dreds of feet from the Terror. The 
shells of the Spaniards on exploding 
would fling columns of water sixty feet 
in the air. 

The battle was intensely interesting, 
but it was not so exciting as had been 
expected. The Spanish aim was so 
astoundingly bad that absolutely no 
anxiety was felt for our ships. In fact, 
when the Spanish forts fired volleys 
which hid them in smoke, followed a 
few seconds later by the spouting and 
splashing not dangerously near the 
Terror, derisive cheers went up from 
the colored crew of the dispatch boat 
Standing in her bow. The officers and 
reporters on the dispatch boat viewed 
the bombardment through marine 
giasses from the top of the pilot-house. 

The heavy swell somewhat affected 
the aim of the gunners of the Terror, 
for some of her shells struck the sea in 
front of the forts. Finally the Terror 
seemingly grew tired, and slowly with- 
drew, firing as she steamed away. Then 
the Spaniards became almost frantic 
with excitement and blazed away at 
the monitor until she was long out of 
range. 

VERY SLIGHT CASUALTIES. 

After the battle the Associated Press 
dispatch boat went among the fleet to 
inspect the damage done. The sailors 
were calmly cleaning the decks and 
polishing the guns.. On board the Iowa, 
a boat was struck and caught fire, an 
exhaust pipe was dented, the bridge 
railing was shattered, and three men 
were slightly wounded. All this was 
done by a lonely shell which struck the 
lowa. 

One shell which exploded on the New 
York killed a man, wounded four 
others, shattered two searchlights, 
spliritered a cutter, tore three holes in 
a ventilator, and broke a small davit. 
Pieces of this shell were gathered up for 
souvenirs, but there were not enough 
pieces to go around. The New York 
was hit only once. 

When the dispatch boat of the As- 
sociated Press left the vicinity of San 


| Juan for the Island of St. Thomas with 


the dispatch describing the engage- | 
ment, the fleet was preparing to bury 
the dead. In addition to the man 
killed on board the New York, a gun- 


ner’s mate on board the monitor Am- 
died from the effects of the 
eat. 

Of the New York's four wounded 
men, only two were seriously enough 
injured to call for their transfer to the 
hospital ship Solace, which subse- 
quently joined the fleet. The New 
York fired 250 shots, it is said, during 
the bombardment. 

The cable operator at San Juan ca- 
bled to the operator at St. Thomas 
early on the morning of the 12th, an- 
nouncing that a vigorous bombardment 
ment of the capital was in progress, 
adding that he was going to take to 
the woods. It is considered probable 
that most of the inhabitants of the 
place followed his example, and fled 
from the city soon after they were 
awakened by the Iowa's first broad- 
side. 

The only war vessel of a foreign 
power at San Juan during the bom- 
bardment was the smal! French cruiser 
Rigault de Genouilly. She her 
rigging cut by pieces of shell. After 
the bombardment the Frenchman left 
the island of St. Thomas where her 
commander told Capt. Converse of the 
Montgomery, that the American Offi- 
cers were entirely justifiable. It is un- 
derstood, however, that the French 
officers in conversation with others, 
criticised the wisdom of the bombard- 
ment. 


NAVAL WAR BULLETINS. 


EDICT AGAINST CORRESPONDENT 
SYLVESTER SCOVEL. 


Negotiations in Progress for the 
Exchange of Thrall and Jones. 
Oficial Report on Cutting of 
Cables at Cienfuegos. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The news 
bulletin issued by the Navy Depart- 
ment today contained the following 
items: 

‘‘An order has been issued by the de- 
partment forbidding the presence of 
Sylvester Scovel, a newspaper corre- 
spondent, aboard vessels of the navy 
or at any naval station, on account of 
his conduct in stowing himself away 
on board the tug Uncas on the recent 
visit of that vessel to Havana, he hav- 
ing been refused permission to go as 
a passenger. 

“Negotiations are in progress for 
the exchange of Thrall and Jones, 
newspaper correspondents, for Col. 
Cortijo and military surgeon, Julian, 
now prisoners of war in the United 
States. 

“The Adula with refugees from Cien-

ston.” 

The department also made public an 
abstract of the mail report of Capt. 
McCalla, commander of the Marble- 
head, describing the cutting of the 
cables in Cienfueges Bay last Wednes- 


ay. 

The main facts had been set out in 
the report already made by telegraph, 
but a few interesting details are in- 
cluded in the abstract, which is as 
follows: 

“At the recent action off Cienfuegos, 
Lieut. Sutherland commanded _§ the 
Eagle; Lieut Winslow the steam 
launches and sailing launches from the 
Nashville and Marblehead, with Lieut. 
A. E. Anderson second in command. 
There were four boats used, and their 
orders were to drag for and cut the 
cables off Cienfuegos under the pro- 
tection of the guns of the Nashville 
and Marblehead. The four launches 
then dragged for and succeded in cut- 
ting the cables. The cable-house was 
destroyed by the guns. A small in- 
shore cable was found, but an infan- 
try force, with a -Maxiin gun, at a 
distance of only 150 yards, kept up such 
a hot fire as to prevent this cable be- 
ing grappled, especially as the enemy 
retreated into ravines, where they could 
no longer be reached by the -fire from 
the ships. The enemy having finally 
concealed themselves in the lighthouse 
and opened fire on the boats from that 
point, the ships opened fire upon the 
lighthouse and destroyed it. 

“Lieut. Winslow was wounded in the 
hand, Patrick Regan, private marine, 
was killed: Ernest Suntzenich, appren- 
tice, has since died; six other men were 
wounded. 

“T cannot speak in too high praise 
of officers and men engaged in the four 
boats in cutting the cables. Their work 
was perfected with the utmost coolness 
and intrepidity, under the most trying 
circumstances, and T shall later have 
the honor to call special attention to 
their conduct.

to be not only safe, but unusually 
strong.

NONE TOO SOON, 

London Times Approves the Censor- 
ship Establisbed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.j 
LONDON, May 19.—({By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The Times says editorially this 

morning: 

“It is evident that the naval authori- 
ties of the United States are uneasy, 
and very properly so, about the possi- 
bilities of a sudden attack in some un- 
expected quarter. The censorship has 
been established none too soon. It is 
difficult to understand how the Spanish 
ships in the Caribbean can continue to 
move about in this mysterious manner, 
disquieting and perplexing their ad- 
versaries, without permanent arrange- 
ments for coaling, which, if they exisf, 
must be extraordinarily expensive and 
precarious. This is one of the aspects 
of the question that the new Madrid 
Cabinet must face at once.” 

Discussing the international law re- 
garding the right to cut cables, etc., 
the article says: 

“We cannot blame the United States 
for trying to push their rights to the 
utmost where it is evident that the 
Spaniards enjoy an advaritage by using 
the cables connecting the British and 
other West Indian Islands with the rest 
of the world. It should teach us, how- 
ever, to secure our main limes of cable 
communication against such risks of 
disturbance by connecting them as far 
as possible with stations on British ter- 
ritory.”’

MISSISSIPPI TRAGEDY. 


One Negro and Three Deputy Sheriffs 
Are Killed. 
{ASSOCIATED U/RESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HORN LAKE (Miss.,) May 18.—A 
horrible tragedy occurred at the Foster 
plantation, four miles southeast of 
this town, at 10 o’lcock this morning, 
resulting.in the death of four men. 

Four Deputy Sheriffs, R. B. Camp- 
bell, R. H. Campbell, W. C. Cooper and 
Cc. I. Jones, visited the Foster place 
to arrest Nimrod Littlefield and Wil- 
liam Littlefield, his son, both negroes, 
charged with a murder committed ‘in 
Bolivar county several years ago. 

The negroes resisted the officers, 
whereupon Denuty R. B. Campbell 
fired, killing Nimrod Littlefield. The, 
younger negro seized a Winchester rifle, 
and it was used with fearful effect. His 
first shot killed Deputy Cooper, The in- 
furiated negro then turned on H. R. 
Campbell, shooting him in the head, 
death resulting instanly, while a third 
shot brought Deputy Jones to the 
ground, a corpse. 

Deputy R. B. Campbell beat a hasty 
retreat for assistance, and upon re- 
turning to the scene of the tragedy a 
posse found the bodies of the defid men 
horribly mutilated, their heads heing 
beaten into a jelly. Bloodhounds were 
secured and immediately put on Lit- 
tlefield’s track, and if he is caught a 
lynching will occur. 


NEW DREIBUND. 


Japan Willing to Join the Anglo- 
American Alliance.

LONDON, May 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Tientsin correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph says. 

“Mr. Chamberlain's utterances have 
made a deep and favorable impression 
here. It is universally understood to 
refer to a possible alliance which will 
include Japan. I am enabled to state 
that Japan is ready to join England in 
any active and determined policy cal- 
culated to control,the government of 
Peking, to reform the Chinese admin- 
istration, to check Russia and to save 
China from anarchy or complete ab- 
sorption.

BERESFORD’S VIEWS. 


The Admiral Expresses Strong Ap- 
proval of Chamberlain’s Speech 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 19.—Rear-Admira! 
Charise Beresford, Conservative mem- 
ber of Parliament, for the city of York, 
addressing the Junior Constitutional 
Club this evening, expressed his strong 
approval of the Birmingham speech of 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, on the Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, but described it as “the right 
thing in the wrong way.” 

Lord Beresford said as he read it, 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech asked for 
an alliance, and it would appear that 
the aliance was to include Germany, 
but, he added: “If they spéak iy 
enigmas and fail to bring a thing out 
straight, they often defeat the object 
they have in view.

“As for an Anglo-American alliance,”

WASHINGTON, May 18.—When the 

Senate, on motion of Senator Hawley, 

went into secret session today on the 

Quartermaster’s Bill, Mr. Hawley read 

a letter from Gen. Flagler, chief of the 

Bureau of Ordnance, requesting that 

authority be given for the purchase 

of ordnance without waiting to adver- 
tise, saying that such delay might at 
times be of very serious consequences. 

The letter was not notable in any re- 

spect, except that it was an official 

acknowledgment of the fact that there 
are still many articles to be secured for 
the equipment of the army, and that 
expedition is considered necessary in 
securing them. ‘ 

The reading of the letter led to a 

( brief discussion.of the status of mili- 

) tary operations, and some impatience 
was expressed regarding the delay in 
getting the military expedition to the 
Philippines started. 

. Senator Lodge made a brief speech 
on this point, expressing the hope that 
if the passage of the bill would expe- 
dite in any wise the movement of this 
force, it would be put through without 
any further delay whatever. He re- 
ferred to the battle of Manila as the 

i: most able naval triumph of the world, 
because of its remarkable one-sided- 

mess, and expressed surprise and dis- 
appointment that eighteen days should 

have been allowed to elapse before 
troops sufficient to enable us to follow 
the naval victory with an attack upon

Senator Gorman repeated his criti- 
cism made in open session of the provi- 
sion inserted by the conferees, but 
said he would not place any barrier in 
the way of action upon the report.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT, 
‘WASHINGTON, May 18.—SENATE 
—A House bill, reported by the Com- 
mittee on Claims, was passed, direct- 
<< ing the payment to Samuel McKee of 
Kentucky, of $1718 for expenses in- 


in the Fortieth Congress. 

A bill providing that officers in the 
regular army should be eligible to staff 
appointments in the volunteer army, 
and that Governors, with the consent 
of the President, may appoint officers 
of the regular army in the grade of the 
field officers in organizations of the 
volunteer army in the District of Co- 
lumbia and Indian Territory. was 
passed. 

Mr. Hawley called up the report of 
the conferees on the bill suspending 
the action of certain existing laws re- 
lating to the purchase of supplies by 
the quartermaster’s department of the 
army. Mr. Hawley explained that the 
Senate conferees had abandoned their 
amendment repealing section 3709 of 
the revised statutes and had inserted 
the following: 
“That during the existing war th 
Bureau of Ordnance of the War De- 
partment is authorized to purchase 
without advertisement such ordnance 
Or ordnance stores as are needed for 
immediate use and when such ordnance 
and ordnance stores are to be manu- 
factured to make contracts wtihout ad- 
vertisements for such stores to be de- 
livered as rapidly as manufactured.” 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland inquired of 
Mr. Hawley whether the provision in- 
serted by the conferees conferred upon 
the Chief of Ordnance unlimited au- 
thority to contract for supplies one or 
two years hence. 

Mr. Hawley replied that the provi- 
sion conferred upon the Chief of Ord- 
nance only such power as it was neces- 
seal A for him in the circumstances to 


ve. 
“The projectiles and guns and other

curred by him in a contest for his seat 


Mr. Hawley, with some heat, “are not 
to be had in every toy shop. Only 
three or four concerns in the country 
make them. The Chief of Ordnance 
knows exactly what he has to pay for 
them, and without advertising for pro- 
posals. I could give the Senator (Mr. 
Gorman) some information on this 
point, but I do not think it is proper 
to do so in open session.”’ 

“You need not call for a secret ses- 
sion on my account,” said Mr. Gorman, 
“but I would like to knuw how sweep- 
ing this provision is.’’ 

“Well,” retorted Mr. Hawley, “there 
is just this about it. If you have not 
an honest chief of ordnance, have him 
turned out and put in another man. 
It is essential that he have the author- 
ity conferred upon him by this pro- 
vision. I call for a. secret executive 
session, Mr. President.”’ 

The call was sustained, and at 12.27 
p.m, the Senate went into secret ses- 
sion. After discussing the question in 
secret session for half an hour, the 
report on the quartermaster’s bill was 
agreed to. 

WAR REVENUES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The Senate 
resumed open legislative session at 
12:15 p.m., and began the consideration 
of the war revenue measure. 

Mr. Turpie (Dem.) of Indiana, ad- 
dressing the Senate, said that the dif- 
ferences were only in method. There 
were no differences as to the purpose of 
supplying all the means and men to 
the government to carry on the war. 

Mr. Turpie said that the pending bill 
carried a provision for a basketful of 
certificates of indebtedness in order to 
meet the deficiencies caused by the 
Dingley law. The Democrats had been 
sharply criticised because of the 
monthly deficit of the so-called Wilson 
law, but the Dingley law was showing 
singular deficits without criticism. 
Now, Mr. Turpie said, it was proposed, 
in the pending war measure, to take 
care of all the Dingley law deficits with 
the certificates of indebtedness. 

The question presented to Congress 
was how the necessary money should 
be raised. The committee was agreed 
that $150,000,000 should be raised by 
taxation and the remaining sum, from 
$120,000,000 to $150,000,000 by other means. 

Mr. Turpie thought the tax on suc- 
cession was one of the best features of 
the bill. He said it was a tax on ac- 
cumulation, while the tax on beer end 
tobacco was a tax on consumption. 

Mr. Turple strongly urged the pro- 
posed tax on corporations. He esti- 
mated this tax would yield $100,000,000 
and that the inheritance provision 
would produce $50,000,000 more. This 
would supply the amount necessary to 
be raised. ‘The remaining $150,000,000 
necessary could be raised by the coin- 
age of the silver seigniorage and the 
issue of legal-tender notes. 

The section of the bill providing for 
the issue of greenbacks, he said, was 
proposed by the majority of the com- 
mittee as a substitute for the bond sec- 
tion: of the bill as it came from the 
House. For the present, Mr. Turple 
said, the Democratic policy of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver had 
been relegated to the hustings and to 
the arbitrament of the ballot. He @r- 
gued at length in favor of the issue 
of greenbacks or legal-tender notes. 

Referring ‘to the proposed issue of 
bonds, Mr. Turpie said its promoters 
had put it as a rider in this bill, in 
order to place Congress in durance. 

Mr. Gorman suggested that the pen- 
alty for failure to affix the stamp to 
any drug or medicine, perfumery, etc., 
was too severe. The bill, as it passed 
the House, provided a penalty of $100, 
but the Senate committee had changed 
this so as to make the offense a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500, or imprisonment for 
not exceeding six months. 

The. provision wes amended by strik- 
ing out the maximum fine, leaving it 
to the discretion of the courts to make 
it less than $100. 

Mr. Gorman moved then to strike out 
the clause providing for imprisonment. 

Messrs. Gray, Mills and Cullom also 


supported the motion, and Messrs. 
Aldrich, Jones of Arkansas, Chilton, 
White and Cockrell opposed it. The 


amendment was rejected, 26 to 27. 

Mr. Gorman asked the Senate to re- 
turn to section 5 of the bill, providing 
that any pqerson willfully evading the 
requirement to place revenue stamps 
upon any legal document or taxed 
paper of any kind, should be fined not 
more than $500, or imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both. He moved 
that the fine be fixed at $100, instead 
of ag The motion was agreed to, 30 
to 

Mr. Gorman then moved to strike out 
the imprisonment clause. This was 
agreed to without division. 

On Mr. Gorman’s motfon the im- 
prisonment clauses were stricken out 
of sections 8 and 9, providing for the 
use of revenue stamps. The Senate re- 
fused to strike out the imprisonment 
feature of section 11, which provides 
for the affixing of stamps to stock 
transferred. 

In section 15 of the bill, the stamp 
taxes provided were made effective ‘“‘on 
the Ist day of June.” . 

This was amended so as to read “on 
the 15th day of June.” 

The bill was then laid aside for/the 
day, and at 5 o’clock the Senate went 
into executive session, and at 65:15 
p.m., adjourned. 

ANTI-SPY BILL DEFEATED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—HOUSE.— 
The House bij] making it a grave penal 
offense for any person to photograph 


or make public at any time the strength 
of fortifications of the United States 
was taken up. 

Mr. McEwan of New Jersey offered 
an amendment making the law opera- 
tive only in time of war. The bill was 
discussed at some length by Messrs. 
Bailey, Hall, Belknap, Bennett, Sayers, 
Bland, Cox, Dockery and Perkins. 

Referring to a recent publication in a 
New York paper, Mr. Belknap said: 
“While this miserable wretch (referring 
to the alleged spy Downing) was here 
hanging himself, I am told this paper 
was spreading broadcast to the world 
the exact location of every mine in New 
York Harbor.” 

Mr. Bland attacked the bill as in- 
fringing upon the freedom of speech 
and liberty of the press, and therefore 
he deemed it unconstitutional. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Me- 
Ewan was defeated and a motion to re- 
commit was made by Mr. Connolly of 
Illinois, which prevailed, the bill fail- 
ing to pass. 

The pending deficiency bill, without 
debate, was passed. 

The House adourned at 1:32 o’clock 
p.m.

The bill carried $8,070,832 for the pay- 
ment of pensions and other items of 
small amounts including expenses of 
United States courts and clerical force, 
and printing for the War and Navy de- 
partments. -

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEA 
COAST DEFENSE. 


Lieut. Van Vieck Suggests That the 
Monitor Comanche Be Secured 
and Stationed at San Pedro. 
Naval Reserve Ready to Man. 
the Ship. 


At the meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday, W. E. Brown & Co., No. 210 
Commercial street, were elected to 
membership. 

The special committee regarding re- 
lief for farmers and beet-raisers re- 
ported in an encouraging vein, and 
stated as relief became necessary, 


proper provisions could probably be 
made. 

The special committe, consisting of 
W. C. Patterson, H. Hawgood and J. D. 
Hooker, reported as follows: 

“The city of Los Angeles, its neigh- 
boring inland and seaboard towns, the 
homes of a peaceful people and the ac- 
cumulated products of their patient in- 
dustry and commercial enterprise lie 
exposed, without adequate protection 
against attack by sea. There is here 
no disciplined force equipped to con- 
front a landing except the State Na- 
tional Guard, weakened by the depar- 
ture of its best trained men in patriotic 
response to a call for volunteers. The 
brilliant achievements of the navy at 
Manila have removed apprehensions of 
an invasion of this coast in force, but 
the danger of a sudden descent of a 
retaliatory or raiding expedition re- 
mains. Remote as this danger may be, 
it is none the less real and should be 
recognized and met. 

“The withdrawal of troops to occupy 
the Philippine Islands and the need of 
all the regular army in zones of certain 
conflict, combine to render it doubtful 
if the War Department could respond 
to our desire for an assignment of reg- 
ular troops, but the establishment here 
of a rendezvous for volunteers and a 
camp of instruction where the raw ma- 
terial freely presenting itself could be 
converted by skilled army officers into 
trained soldiers, presents itself as a 
possibly feasible method of in part 
meeting our needs. 

“We commend the very pertinent sug- 
gestion conveyed in the attached letter 
from Frank Van Vieck, lieutenant com. 
manding the Los Angeles naval com- 
pany. His suggestion which has the 
merit of ample precedent in the New 
England States, is that the monitor 
Comanche of the old navy, for some 
time used as a training ship for the 
San Francisco Naval Reserves, and now 
lying out of commission at Mare Island, 
be manned by the local naval company 
(like her sister ships the Jason and 
Nahant in the East,) and stationed on 
our immediate coast. Her light draft 
of 11 feet 6 inches would permit enter- 
ing or leaving the inner harbor at San 
Pedro at all stages of tide and in all 
weathers. It would appear that such 
provision would give ample protection 
for the present and afford the means of 
training men for the future. 

“Your committee recommends that 
copies of this report be forwarded to 
Gen. Merriam and Admiral Miller, com- 
manding the forces on this coast, ask- 
ing that they will bestow their earnest 
consideration upon the matter, and for- 
ward, with such recommedations as 
they may deem ‘best, to their re- 
spective departments in Washington. 

Lieut. Van Vleck, after briefly re- 
viewing the situation, says in his let- 
ter: 

“Make application for the United 
States Comanche, now out of commis- 
sion at Mare Island, a monitor built for 
the last war, and maintain her at San 
Pedro or Santa Monica. This vessel is 
of 1875 tons, fully armored, 11 inches on 
turret and 6 inches on belt; carries 
two 15-inch guns, which are capable of 
great execution to any ordinary 
cruiser, and for our purpose is fortu- 
nately of shallow draft, drawing I1Ift. 
6in. of water. Hence, can enter San 
Pedro Harbor at any stage of water. 
Her engines are, of course, slow, six 
knots, but as she will not be used for 
the chase, speed is of no account. She 
can give a good account of herself, and 
would be proof against any machine 
guns, and would be a deadly foe for all 
privateers and light cruisers. 

“The entire personnel for manning 
her can be put aboard at once, and 
without drawing from other govern- 
ment fighting strength. The Los Ange- 
les Naval Company is organized on 
a naval basis, and has drilled as a 
naval company, and has among its 
membership men who have seen ser- 
vice afloat in the United States navy. 
From this company the entire equip- 
ment for such a monitor could be 
drawn, even supvlying a full quota of 
engine-room staff of experienced men, 
stokers, coal-passers, etc. 

“This local naval company has been 
trying for four years to get mustered 
into the National Guard. but there be- 
ing no. vacancy under the State law, 
there was nothing to do but wait. Now 
that war is on, it is possible to muster 
direct into the navy. 

“In the East all the naval reserves 
have been called out, and are now 
completely manning vessels in the aux- 
iliary navy. manv of them, in fact, be- 
ing in monitors like the Comanche. as. 
for instance, the Jason and Nahant 
for New York Harbor. and others for 
Roston, Portsmouth. Philadelphia and 
Charleston, Thus can Los Angeles in a 
measure protect itself and not draw 
heavily or at all upon the active fleets 
of the navv.” 

The Board of Trade cf Bakersfield. 
having extending an invitation( which 
has heen accepted.) to the members of 
the Chamber of Commerre to partici- 
nate in the celehration of the ceomple-

BUT LITTLE TO DO. 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS HAD A BRIEF 
SESSION. 


Water Companies Have not Replied 
to the City’s Demand—Annual 
Report of the Fire Department 
Published—Street Protests and 
Petitions. 


It required less than fifteen minutes 
to dispose of all the business which 
the Board of Fire Commissioners had 
before it yesterday. There was not the 
slightest discussion of any subject. 

The San Gabriel Electric Company 
had petitioned for permission to main- 
tain and operate two steam boilers on 
the property at Third and Los Angeles 
streets, recently acquired by the com- 
pany. Chief Moore reported recom- 
mending that the petition be granted, 
and the board adopted the recom- 
mendation. 

Similar action was taken with refer- 
ence to the petition of E. F. Hultberg 
for permission to operate a steam 
boiler at No. 219% West Fourth 
street. 

Chief Moore reported that the fol- 
lowing fires had occured during the 
week ending May 17: May ll, at 12:20 
P.m., @ small fire at No. 331 South 
Olive street; same date at 6 p.m., dwell- 
ing at No. 737 Le Couvreur street, East 
Los Angeles, caused by a lamp ex- 
plosion; loss $50. May 12, at 6:30 p.m., 
a fire at No. 712 Grand avenue, laun- 
dry and cottage burned, as a result of 
a. gasoline stoye explosion; loss $2000. 
On the 14th inst., at 3:38 a.m., fire at 
No. 759 San Fernando § street, two- 
story frame dwelling; loss $200. On the 
15th fmst., at 8:15 p.m., fire at No. 
2601 South Figueroa street; no loss. 


Has Not Replied. 

The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany has not replied to the communi- 
cation sent it last week by the City 
Attorney requesting a detailed  de- 
scription of the property now controlled 
by the company. The preparation of 
this statement of its holdings will re- 
quire some time, but the company has 
not indicated whethef it intends to fur- 
nish it or not. A similar description 
of property was demanded of the Crys- 
tal Springs Land and Water Company 
at the same time, but the demand has 
not been answered. 

The Fire Department Annual. 

Chief of Fire Department Moore is 
sending out copies of his annual report, 
which was filed several months ago 
with the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers, and which has been in the hands 
of the printer since. The report is in 
a neat volume, which contains about 
all the information about the depart- 
ment that could be desired. Copies of 
the report are being senf to the chiefs 
of fire departments in all the principal 
cities of the United States. 


Protests Against Street Work. 

Property-owners whose realty is 
within the district of assessment for 
the proposed sewer on Alameda street 
from Alameda and Aliso streets to a 
point 559.50 feet south of Macy street 
have filed a protest against the im- 
provement, in which they request the 
City Council to abandon the proceed- 
ings. They claim that the sewer is not 
necessary and point to the fact that 
they have been thrice assessed for 
sewers as showing that the present 
assessment is uncalled for. 

A number of the owners of property 
on the north side of Eighth street be- 
tween Main and Figueroa streets have 
filed a protest against the proposed 
sidewalking of that street. They claim 
that the improvement is not necessary 
at the present time. 


To Improve Kohler Street. 

A petition was filed In the City Clerk’s 
office yesterday by the owners of prop- 
erty. on Kohler street between Eighth 
and Ninth, asking the City Council] to 
order the improvement of that portion 
of the street by grading and curbing.

SUPPLIES FOR TROOPS. 


Uncie Collis Diwulges Vaiuable Ina- 
formation. 

Five cars of marine supplies, con- 
sisting of canned goods and similar 
things, passed Mojave last night, run- 
ning on passenger-train time, in order 
to reach San Francisco before the 
troops leave for Manila. 

The Burlington sent two cars of 
tourists East yesterday. 

The new time table of the Rock Isl- 
and special from Denver to Chicago is 
to leave Denver at 9.30 a.m. and reach 
Chicago at 2:15 p.m., next day. 

The Santa Fé is considering a $5 
rate on low-grade ores from Kingman 
and other similar points to Los An- 
geles. 

Uncle Collis surprised the Railroad 
Commissioners in San Francisco by 
telling them the gross cost of the 
Southern Pacic Company's lines. He 
says the cost is “the stocks, the bonds 
and the floating indebtedness.”

METCALE’S TRIAL. 


WITNESSES TESTIFY TO THE AS- 
SAULT UPON F. J. DAY. 


J. W. Conger Tells How His Com- 
panion Was Knocked Down 
from Behind With a Heavy 
Orange-wood Cane—Prosecution 
Rests Its Case. 


The trial of Henry Metcalf on a 
charge of assaulting F. J. Day with a 
deadly weapon began yesterday before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 
One of the Superior Court. Metcalf 
attacked Day on Spring street March 
14, and knocked him down with a 
heavy orangewood cane. He stated as 
a@ reason for the assault that Day had 
caused false reports detrimental to his 
reputation to be published in the news- 
papers concerning his transactions in 
settling the estate of a deceased brother 
in Iowa. Metcaif pleaded guilty in the 
Police Court to a charge of battery and 
paid a fine of $100. A second complaint 
for an assault with a deadly weapon 
was then issued and a civil suit against 
him for $20,000 was subsequently 
brought and is still pending. 

There was quite an array of legal 
talent interested in the case. The pros- 
ecution was represented by Deputy 
Dist.-Atty. McComas and W. R. Bacon, 
while E. H. Lamme, Davis & Rush and 
Brousseau & Montgomery represented 
Metcalf. The defense tried to get a 
continuance for two weeks on the 
ground that Chief of Police Glass, who 
was wanted as a witness, is in Chi- 
cago, where he went to attend a con- 
vention of Chiefs of Police. The prose- 
ecution objected to a continuance and 
finally agreed to stipulate that the facts 
desired to be proven by Chief Glass by 
the defense were true. 

A jury’ was quickly chosen composed 
of the following members: H. N. Rust, 

. B. Kemper, David B. Fisher, O. 
Bauer, William Caruthers, R. Plummer, 
William Rufus Lawrence, George W. 
Hutchins, J. J. Maxwell, J. W. Arnold, 
Edwin H. Dalton and W. R. Steele. 

The first witness called was J. W. 
Conger, who was walking with Day 
when he was assaulted by Metcalf. The 
witness said that Metcalf came up be- 
hind Day and gave him a shove. As 
Day turned around to see what was 
the matter, Metcalf brought his cane 
down with great force and struck Day 
in the mouth, knocking him down and 
rendering him unconscious. Metcalf 
made no attempt to get away and was 
taken in charge by an officer, who was 
standing near by. The patrol wagon 
was called and the witness accompanied 
his companion to the Receiving Hos- 
pital at the Police Station. 

Police Surgeon Hagan testified that 
he assisted Dr. Cole to dress Day’s in- 
juries. He said Day’s upper lip was 
badly cut, showing that he had re- 
ceived a blow of great force. Two 
stitches were necessary to close the 
wound. 

Mrs. Mizen and J. Bates were near 
Day when he was knocked down and 
testified to the circumstances of the as- 
sault. 

At this point the defense asked to 
place one of their witnesses on the 
stand out of order, as he would not re- 
main in the city. John L. Studebaker, 
manager of the Studebaker Wagon 
Company of South Bend, Ind., testified 
that he had known Metcalf nearly forty 
years and that he always had borne an 
excellent reputation. 

The prosecution then resumed the ex- 
amination of witnesses and at the hour 
of adjournment the evidence of the peo- 
ple was all in. The defense will open 
their case this morning. 


RAILWAY DAMAGE CASE, 


Second Trial of the Suit of Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Church. 

The second trial of a suit brought by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Church to recover $15,000 
from the Los Angeles Electric Railway 
Company began yesterday before Judge 
Allen and a jury in Department Six of 
the Superior Court. Damages are 
asked for by the plaintiff for personal 
injuries sustained by her while alight- 
ing from a Pico Heights car. The trial 
of the case before began March 14, and 
lasted several days, resulting in a dis- 
agreement of the jury. The plaintiff 
is represented by Attorney J. L. Mur- 
phey, and Bicknell and Trask represent 
the defendants. ' 

According to the allegations of Mrs. 
Church's complaint, she was a passen- 
ger on a Pico Heights car on August 
30, 1897. At the corner of Pico and F 
streets she signalled the conductor to 
stop. The car came to a stop and she 
attempted to get off, but when she had 
placed one foot on the ground the car 
started again and she was thrown 
down and her hip broken. 

The defendants allege that Mrs. 
Church stepped to the ground before the 
car came to a full stop. ® 


INCORRIGIBLE GIRLS. 


Gertrude Johnson and Maud Miller 
Committed to Whittier. 

Gertrude Johnson, aged 17, and Maud 
Miller, aged 15, were yesterday com- 
mitted to the Whittier Reform Schoo} 
as incorrigibles by Judge Van Dyke. 
The girls have been in the City Jail 
several days. They were arrested in a 
room in the St. Charles Hotel on North 
‘Main street by Policeman Lenhausen, 
who had sworn to a complaint against 
Miss Johnson. 

Maud Miller is an orphan girl, but 
was adopted several years ago by Mrs. 
Lottie Miller, an elderly woman who 
lives at No. 137 East Thirty-first street. 
She was brought before Judge Van 
Dyke a few weeks ago on a complaint 
for inecorrigibility. Her godmother 
said that Maud tiad taken up with 
evil. associates, could not be controlled, 
and often stayed away from home at 


nights. The girl shed many tears and 
| appeared so penitent — 
Dyke decided to give her another,

chance, and she was allowed to return | 
yome. 

Gerfrude Johnson is a motherless 
child and her father, O. E. Johnson, 
who is a carpenter, said yesterday that 
he did not earn enough to keep a home 
for his daughter. She has heen com- 
pelled to look out for herself, and it is 
hardly surprising that her life has been 
imperfect. 

The two girls had been watched by 
the officers for some time and were 
often seen at late hours of the night 
in the company of men of questionable 
character. Policeman Lenhausen fol- 
lowed them to the St. Charles Hotel. 
When he knocked upon the door of their 
room the girls asked for time to dress, 
and while he was waiting Gertrude 
Johnson jumped out of a window on 
the second floor. She sprained her 
ankle so badly that she was unable to 
get away and was found lying on the 
ground a few minutes later by the of- 
ficer. 

Several policemen testified to their 
knowledge of the girl’s habits and then 


Judge Van Dyke ordered them both 
committed to Whittier during their 
minority. 


WILL PROSECUTE CONLEY. 


I. E. Messmore Gets a Complaint for 
the Polleeman’s Arrest. 

A complaint was issued from _ the 
District Attorney's office yesterday at 
the instance of I. E. Messmore for the 
arrest of Policeman J. J. Conley ona 
charge of committing an assault with 
a deadly weapon. This proceeding is 
a eequel to the arrest of Meess- 
more on the 10th inst., in front of the 
Herald building on Broadway. He was 
reading the war bulletins, and Conley, 
who had been detailed on special police 
duty to keep the thoroughfare open, 
ordered him to move on. Some trouble 
occurred, and the policeman placed 
Messmore, who is 79 years of age, un- 
der arrest, and sent him to the Police 
Station in the patrol wagon. 

Messmore alleges that the  ~»po- 
liceman beat him over the head with 
his club when he placed him under ar- 
rest, and gave the names of a number 
of witnesses who, he said, would testify 
to the assault. On Messmore's 
statement of the affair, Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Williams issued a complaint 
against Conley charging him with an 
assault with a deadly weapon. Charges 
were preferred against Conley last 
Tuesday before the Police Commission- 
ers. 


NEW COURTHOUSE ELEVATOR. 


Bids for the Construction of the Im- 
provement Opened Yesterday. 

Fifteen bids for the construction of 
the new Courthouse elevator and tun- 
nel were opened yesterday by the 
Board of Supervisors. The bids for the 
work were made in sections as called 
for in the specifications, and their ex- 
act amount cannot be determined until 
the architect has figured them out. The 
bids for the improvement will run from 
$20,000 to $25,000. 

The Supervisors decided to take the 
matter of letting the contract under 
edvisement until next. Monday. By 
that time the architect will have fig- 
ured out the exact amount of each cf 
the bids, and the contract will be let. 


KERN ESTATE CONTEST. 


Experts on Handwriting Give Their 
Opinions as to the Genuineness. 
The contest over the will of Kate 

Kern was continued yesterday before 

Judge Clark in Department Two of 

the Superior Court. The alleged will 

disposes of an estate valued at about 
$35,000, and is contested on the groun 
that it is a forgery. 

Several witnesses testified yesterday 
in behalf of the proponents, that the 
fignature to the will is the genuine 
signature of Mrs. Kern. John McCrea, 
who is one of the tellers in the Far- 
mers’ and Merchants’ Bank, testified 
that he was familiar with Mrs. Kern's 
writing from handling many of her 
checks. He said the signature to the 
will was genuine. A. C. Golch and 
Ed Weck, both insurance agents, who 
had transacted considerable business 
with Mrs. Kern, pronounced the signa- 
ture to the will genuine. 

The contestants onened their case in 
the afternoon with the testimony of A. 
W. Seaver, an expert on handwriting. 
As a matter of expert knowledge, the 
witness testified that the signature of 
the will was not the genuine signature 
of Mrs. Kern. He pointed out the dif- 
ferent curves and shading of the lines, 
and declared that they were not char- 
acteristic of the writing of Mrs. Kern.

THE ACTION AT PORTO RICO. 

Authentic details of Rear-Admiral 
Sampson's recent reconnaissance of 
the defenses at San Juan, Porto Rico, 
show it to have been admirably 
planned and executed. It was not 
the purpose to take the capital of 
Porto Rico. The American fleet en- 
tered the harbor in search, primarily, 
of.the Spanish fleet, which Rear-Ad- 
miral Sampson had reason to believe 
had put in at that port and was ly- 
ing under cover of the heavy guns 
of the shore defenses. If these de- 
fenses fired upon the invading fleet 
they were to be attacked. But in- 
structions were given to keep a sharp 
lookout for the enemy's cruisers, and 
to concentrate the fire upon them if 
any were discovered trying to leave 
the vicinity. 

None of the enemy’s ships were 
found at San Juan. The informa- 
tion in possession of Rear-Admiral 
Sampson proved to be incorrect, in 
this regard, and the plans of the har- 
bor and its uwefenses, which had been 
furnished him, were: found to be un- 
reliable. The land batteries fired 
upon his ships, and he engaged them 
for about three hours, silencing the 
Cabras Island fort, laying the north 
end of Moro Castle in ruins, and se- 
riously damaging the San Carlos bat- 
tery. Having failed to find the Span- 
ish fleet, and after inflicting heavy 
damage upon the enemy's defenses, 
without having swtstained material 
loss himself, Rear-Admiral Sampson 
withdrew in good order, and the en- 
gagement was at an end. - He could 
undoubtedly have taken the Porto 
Rican capital had he desired to do so. 
But his orders were to destroy the 
Spanish fleet, and the firing upon the 


San Juan forts was a mere incident.’ 


The admirable feature of the en- 
gagement was the thoroughness with 
which the prearranged plan of at- 
tack was carried out. There was no 
variation from the prepared pro- 
gramme. The plans contemplated 
both the contingency of encountering 
the enemy's fleet and that of not en- 
countering it. Had the Spanish 
cruisers been found in the harbor, a 
fierce battle would undoubtedly have 
been fought. But in that event the 
same admirable discipline would have 
prevailed, orders would have been 
obeyed implicitly, and a second great 
Maval victory over the Spaniards 
‘would have been won.

GERMANY’'S “CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES.”’ 

Discussing the recently-published 
report that Germany is preparing to 
make heavy claims for damages to 
property, sustained at Manila and 


Cavite by reason of the naval battle 


in Manila Bay on May 1, the New 
York Tribune pointedly and __perti- 
nently says: 

“The report that Germany is pre- 
paring to make heavy claims for 
damages to property, sustained at 
Manila and Cavite during the May- 
day bombardment, seems to require 
explanation. From whom the indem- 
nity is demanded, or to be demanded, 
is not announced. It would be un- 
commonly hard upon Spain for Ger- 
many to levy such claims against 
her, and it is exceedingly problematic 
whether they could be justified and 
collected. Of course, it is the duty 
of a sovereign to protect the prop- 
erty of strangers domiciled within 
his jurisdiction with all the efforts in 
his power. But there is no proof that 
the Spanish government did not do 
so at Manila. At any rate, it appears 
to have given to German property 
there no less protection than to Span- 
ish. So it seems doubtful whether 
it could be convicted of culpable 
negligence sufficient to justify a claim 
for indemnity. It is not to be sup- 
posed for a moment that the claims 
are to be directed against this coun- 
try. That would be an amazing new 
departure in international law. The 
adoption of a belligerent domicile by 
a neutral subjects him to belligerent 
liabilities. That is the principle, and 
from it there is no escape. ‘No 
power, said Mr. Marcy fifty years 
ago, ‘assailing an enemy’s country 
is required to discriminate between 
the subjects of that country and for- 
eigners domiciled. therein, nor can 
the latter with any better right. than 
the former claim indemnity in any 
case, except from the country under 
whose jurisdiction they have placed 
themselves.’ To that principle this 
country has consistently adhered in 
more than one case in which its own 


citizens were the suffering parties. 
It will assuredly not renounce 
it now. 


“*To the victors belong the spoils’ 
is a rule that was borrowed from 
warfare and adopted into politics. 
Its effects there became disastrous, 
and it became an object of detesta- 
tion. But in war, where it originally 
belonged, it still holds good. The 
nation that, tor self-protection or in 
the cause of humanity, is compelled 
to go to war and bear its dreadful 
burdens, is entitled to enjoy the fruits 
of the victory it wins. It is entitled 
to dictate the terms on which peace 
shall be restored. No nation ever 
more strenuously or more successfully 
insisted upon that rule than did Ger- 
many twenty-seven years ago. It is 
not to be supposed she will try to 
depart from it now, to the affront 
and injury of a friendly power. If 
she should, the reply would doubt- 
less be put with utmost courtesy and 
in the very finest language diplomacy 
can use. But the English of it would 
be brief and plain: ‘Don’t meddle 
with other people’s business.’” °

VETERAN RESERVE. 


ASSOCIATION URGES APPOINTMENT 
OF BRIGADIER. 


_ 
Barns Calis Attention to the 
Wants of the Boys of the 


Seventh Regiment—Letter from 
Gen, Lee. 


Col, 


The called meeting of the National 
Veteran Reserve, at No. 320% South 
Main street last night, was attended 
by more than One hundred veterans of 
both the northern and southern armies, 
for in that organization all sectional 
differences have been forgotten, and the 
association is composed of men from 
both sides of the civil war. Gen. 
Bouton, commander of the association, 
presided. At the opening of the meet- 
ing the commander reported that he 
had received a reply from President 
McKinley to the telegram recently sent 
him, in which the services of 5000 vet- 
erans of both armies, now residing on 
this part of the Pacific Coast, were of- 
fered to the government during the 
war with Spain. Gen. Bouton did not 
have the reply with him, but stated 
that he had been advised that the 
Secretary of War could accept. only 
the services of such volunteers as were 
mustered under orders of the Governors 
of States. The tender of the services 
of the veterans was received with 
thanks, however. 

At a recent meeting of the reserve, 
the secretary was directed to forward 
to Gen. Fitzhugh Lee a letter of con- 
gratulation upon his appointment as a 
general in the United States military 
service. The letter was duly sent, and 
at last night’s meeting the following 
reply to the letter was read. It was 
addressed to A. M. Fulkenson, and was 
from Gen. Lee’s private secretary: 

“Gen. Lee directs me to say to you, 
and through you to the veterans of the 
National Reserve, that he thanks you 
for the kind and complimentary reso- 
lution adopted at your meeting. 

“Respectfully yours. H. DRAIN.” 

An invitation was received from the 
Church of the Unity for the members to 
attend a patriotic and memorial serv- 
ice to be held on the day before 
Decoration day. The invitation stated 
that seats would be reserved for the 
veterans and requested that the num- 
ber of seats needed be indicated. The 
invitation was accepted and the mem- 
bers were instructed to notify the sec- 
retary of their intentions as to attend- 
ing the service, so that the number of 
seats necessary might be ascertained. 

Maj. M. J. Nolan, who served in the 
Confederate army, presented the fol- 
lowing resolution and moved its adop- 
tion, the motion being seconded by a 
score or more of the veterans at once: 

“Resolved, that we most earnestly 
recommend and urge the appointment 
of Harrison Gray Otis to the position 
of brigadier-general of United States 
volunteers, knowing him to be a vet- 
eran soldier with a superb record, a 
sturdy patriot, brave as a lion and 
qualified in every essential to com- 
mand a brigade. 

“Our commander is hereby author- 
ized to telegraph this indorsement to 
the President and the California dele- 
gation in Congress.”’ 

In support of this resolution a dozen 
or more of the veterans spoke at 
length. All of them pointed to the war 
record of Col. Otis and to the fact that 
he had been a member of that famous 
regiment which has given two Presi- 
dents to the country. It was re- 
peatedly stated that the matter was 
not one of politics or personal prefer- 
ence, but of patriotism. 

W. J. Reed was the only man who 
spoke opposing the resolution. His ob- 
jections were based upon the alleged op- 
position of Col. Otis to labor organiza- 
tions. He also declared that the pro- 
posed appointment was intended as a 
reward for political services, and as 
such the association should not enter 
into any indorsement of any person for 
such a position. 

In reply to this a number of mem- 
bers stated that there was no politics 
in the matter and asserted that the 
supposed preference of the President in 
favor of Col. Otis was due to his knowl- 
edge of his military record, which no 
one could say was not a most admir- 
able one. It was pointed out that such 
a selection would be a compliment to 
all veterans and especially to that par- 
ticular organization. For nearly an 
hour the speeches on the resolution 
continued, and when the vote was 
taken the motion was adopted almost 
unanimously. 

Col. John Burns called attention to 
the reports that had come from the 
Presidio that the members of the Sev- 
enth Infantry from this city were suf- 
fering for want of blankets and that 
upon their arrival in San Francisco 
they had not been provided with suffi- 
cient food. “Our duty to those boys 
did not cease when we escorted them to 
the depot,” said the colonel. “We still 
owe it to them to see that they are 
provided with the necessities, to say 
nothing of the delicacies of life. Their 
officers would have been justified in 
refusing to move the regiment until 
they were assured that the men would 
be provided for. Had those officers had 
the experience of many of us, they 
would have known that their first duty 
was to provide for the comfort’ of the 
men. They left here without blankets, 
and had the people of this city known 
that they were in need of them, thou- 
sands of the people would have brought 
blankets. It was not right that the 
officers should take palace cars, while 
their men, the men who do the work, 
were placed in cars in which they had 
no place to lay their heads, 

“T went into the service from Massa- 
chusetts, and in the town from which 
my company started there was a box 
provided at a store into which anything 
intended for the members of the com- 
pany could be placed. Mothers sent 
many things to be placed in that box, 
and I tell you that when the box was 
opened—it was shipped to the company 
as soon as it was filled—there was a 
picnic. The matter may amuse some 
people, but there is more in the plan 
than many people think. I would sug- 
gest that some such box be provided 
here, for those boys are even now 
longing for some slight attention from 
their home people, and just that atten- 
tion and remembrance would touch 
their hearts. I think we have only 
started in this war, and that more of 
the boys of Los Angeles will be called. 
Let us provide properly for them, for 
they are what we were thirty or more 
years ago. It is true they have not been 
sent out of the country, but we could 
do them many a little service, which 
would make them remember those at 
home, and that remembrance would but 
spur them on to greater effort.” 

Maj. Nolan secured the reference to 
the Executive Committee of the mat- 
ter of an effort to secure the release 
from the Highland Asylum for the In- 
sane of the father of one of the men 
who had gone away with the Seventh. 
He stated that the inmate of the insti- 
tution was able to provide for his fam- 
ily and asked that an investigation be 
made inta the case to ascertain if it 
would be safe to secure his release. 
He did not mention the name of the 
man.

Miesionary’s Narrow Escape frons

LONDON, May 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Mail advices received here today 
from Freetown, the capital of the Brit- 
ish colony of Sierra Leone, West Africa, 
give details of the rescue of Miss Mul- 
ler, an American missionary, who was 
alone in the mission-house in the Sher- 
bcro district, when it was invaded by 
natives in rebellion against the hut 
tax. 

Terrible experiencés are recounted. 
For three days there was bloodshed 
throughout the town, while the natives 
were engaged in the work of massacre 
and destruction.

BOARD OF EDUCATION WRESTLES 
WITH WRITING SYSTEMS AGAIN. 


™ 


Webb Banks on the School Princi- 
pals Only When it Serves His 
Purpose—Another Deadleck in 
the Board. 


In obedience to the call of Directors 
Braly, Bragg and McInerny, the Board 
of Education held a special meeting 
yesterday for the purpose of having 
another crack at the writing-system 
question, which had set the board by 
the ears. 
When the board was called to order 
by President Davis at 10 o'clock, every 
member was in place, and the air of 
pious resignation and concession that 
appeared to envelope each individual 
member indicated that a common point 
of agreement would be arrived at in 
short order. But this was only in the 
seeming, for before one could utter the 
name of Jack Robinson, the board was 
again entangled in the vertical pot 
hooks of the “Natural” and “Califor- 
nia”’ systems. 

First of all, the call for the meeting 
was read, and then the president called 
for the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing. Gonrey didn’t think there was 
any necessity to have the minutes read, 
the meeting being a special one, and 


been fully written wp. President 
Davis, however, desired that the board 
should know just what it was doing 
in taking up the writing system mat- 
ter again, and reference was made to 
the minutes to see just what dispasi- 
tion had been made of it at the last 
reguiar meeting. But right there a 
hitch occurred, for the minutes showed 
only that the whole mater had been 
laid on the table, while some members 
of the board inclined to the belief that 
it had been kicked under the table 
clear out of sight. Conrey said, if his 
memory served him right, Bartlett had 
moved that the majority report be 
adopted; he offered as an amendment 
that the board proceed to ballot for 
the best vertical system, and Webb 
moved to table the amendment, which 
carried the whole thing with it. Braly, 
on the other hand, reminded the board 
that the majority report had been 
knocked out at a comparatively early 
Stage of the game, and what it was 
Conrey amended he couldn’t remember. 

After some further discussion, it was 
unanimously conceded that the writing- 
system matter had been laid on the 
table, but just how it got there was 
a difference of opinion, and the minutes 
didn’t show; but all the same, Bragg 
moved.that it be taken’ tenderly up 
from the table and acted upon. There 
was unanimous consent to this, and 
then unanimity ceased until the motion 
to adjourn again united the board. 

Braly moved that the ‘“‘Natural” sys- 
tem be adopted. He put no flowery 
frills of verbiage to his motion, but 
let it go on its merits, and Conrey 
seconded the motion: MclInerny of- 
fered as an amendment that the “‘Cali- 
fornia’* system be adopted, and that 
the board pro at once to vote, 
Bragg seconding the amendment. 

Webb moved that the amendment be 
laid on the table, and Bartlett sec- 
onded the motion, but as the adoption 
of the motion would have come peril- 
ously near to kicking all the systems 
under the table again, from whence 
they had been rescued, Webb with, 
drew his motion by consent. He offered 
Linstead, as an amendment, that the 
“California’’ system be not considered 
in the competition at all, ~but failing 
to obtain a second, the amendment 
died a-borning. 

But Webb wanted to deliver himself 
of the faith that was in him—or the 
lack of it—so far as the “California” 
system was concerned. He said he ob- 
jected to it as being the highest price 
of any in use, or for which bids had 
been put in; also, because the books 
being printed in San Francisco, the 
wholesalers here were deprived of: their 
business discounts. In this way both 
scholars and dealers suffered. Webb let 
his objections go at that, without ven- 
turing to compare the “California” with 
the Spencerian system now in use, or 
attempting to show that the proverb of 
“cheap and nasty” did not apply in 
this particular case. 

Bragg said the price would not cut 
much figure, for the pupils would have 
to pay 10 cents for the writing beoks, 
whatever system was adopted. Webb 
maintained that both the “Natural” 
and Spencerian-system books would sell 
for 8 cents each, and furthermore, he 
quoted Superintendent Foshay as say- 
ing that the principals of the schools 
would not be satisfied to have the 
“California” system for four vears. 

Conrey remarked that as ebb had 
experienced a change of heart, and 
was ready to receive the opinfon of 
the school principals, he ventured to 
hope he would not ‘object to the adop- 
tion of the “Natural’’ system, when 
it was reached. 

MclInerny’s..motion that the “Califor- 
nia" system be adopted, was’. then 
voted upon, and knocked out by 7 votes 
to 2. The mover and seconder of the 
motion for its adoption only casting 
their votes in its favor. 

The vote next taken was on Braly’s 
original motion that the “Natural” 
system be adopted, and it also was 
knocked. Before the ballot was taken 
Poor stated that he wanted things to 
remain in statu quo for another year. 
and for that reason would vote against 
the proposition. He didn’t say why. 
The votes in the affirmative were Corn 
rey, Davis, Braly and Mathis; the 
nays, being Poor, Webb, Bartlett, 
Bragg and MolInerny. 

A motion to adjourn was moved, sec- 
fonded and carried with a rush, and the 
publishers of the Spencerian system re- 
mained masters of the situation for an- 
other year, owing to the stand taken 
by Webb and Bartlett.

COMMERCIAL, 

LEMONS IN THE EAST. While Cal 
ifornia lemon-growers are complaining 
that thev cannot obtain remuncrative 
market for their fruit, dealers in New 
York are complaining that lemons are 
becoming scarce, while prices are ris- 
ing. A writer in the Fruitman’s Guide 
has the following to say: 

“While I have advocated a purchase 
of Sicily lemons for many weeks at the 
low prices which have ruled, I always 
had a vague fear that Montreal's 
receipts would prove disastrous to this 
market. The results this week give me 
pew courngee, as we have seen heavy 
advances here, and prices higher than 
dreamed of at Montreal. 

“Shipments from Sicily are short, and 
berend those unsold at Montreal, no 
Sicily lemons can be received by United 
States ports for the next thirty days, 
suave these coming to New’ York. 

“Iinder the prestige of the new duty 
where.we have seen the admitted, less 
than fair eonditional cargo, of steam- 
chip R. F. Matthews at Montreal bring 
£1.70. to $2.40 for ¢hoice to fancy lem- 
ons, we must reinember the fact that 
‘ cents per box comes off these prices 
as the rebate for the Canadian hport 
duty, but we must not forget that 77% 
crnts per box goes on the moment the 
goods reach our borders. so to the 
prices realized at Montreal, at least 55 
cents per box cost must be added. 

“While the hieh prices shown at 
Montreal were unexpected, the query is. 
what has occasioned the very material 
advance at his port? Since last week 
we have seen a steady, “ontinuous ad- 
vance on all grades and conditions of 
Sicily lemons, until we find fancy 300 
and 360 bringing in large lots $2.80 to 
$3.15. per box, with ordinary to extra 
choice selling at $2.20 to $2.75. Com- 
mon and very wasty lots have gone at 
lower prices, but are no criterion of 
the prices on good shipping stock. 

“Coming back to the query, [I ask my 
friends a few questions: 

“1. Has extreme hot weather ruled 
to provoke this advance? 

“2. Has war with Spain stimulated a 

thirst for lemonade? 
_ “3. Have the many ‘bears’ who have 
been crying low prices for the past 
six months, hoping to break everyone 
interested in importation, suddenly 
turned ‘“bullls?” 

*"4. Have those who have been “bears” 
When we received. fine strong, keeping 
lemons, any excuse to “bull” the pres- 
ént receipts of coarse, rough, soft 
stock? 

“>. Has the below outline of receipts 
and probable sales anything to do with 
the advance”? If so, what is to become 
of Montreal's goods, as they have been 
received, but are far from having been 
yet distributed? 

“Leave queries alone, and (will 
make the guess that California's out- 
put has proven of unsatisfactory and 
nonspeculative character, and at the 
eleventh hour the country is awakening 
to the belief that their summer source 
af supply must, as for many years past, 
come from Sicily. This argues well, and 
should we jump from an unnaturally 
cold spring to hot weather, i: is prob- 
able that we shall see higher prices on 
really good lemons, as this grade is 
unfortunately in decided minority.” 

In rega:d to the future outlook this 
writer says: 

“Prices have made the long-expected 
$1 jump, and where from above, we 
natura'ly think it due to the recogni- 
tion of California’s incapability to sup- 
rly a summer demand we can only look 
once more at statistics. 

“We find ourselves short of Sicilies 
nearly 600,000 boxes, including receipts 
at Montreal and all other ports, and the 
visible supply for the next month shows 
a shortage of 115,000 boxes tess than 
last year; 189,000 boxes less than 1896, 
and 96,000 boxes less than in 1895. 

“We find in 1895, with an overplus 
of 96,000 boxes as visible supply, fancy 
lemons were ranging at this date from 
$3 to $3.65. and where we are short this 
amount this year; it seems that prices 
ought to naturally rule higher in the 
future.” 

The New Yorkers may very likely 
find themselves mistaken in the idea 
that California will not be able to sup- 
ply them with lemons :during the sum- 
mer months. It is chiefly a matter of 
Careful curing and packing.

SANTA MONICA BURGLARS. 


Four Young Fellows Arrested on 
Suspicion. 

On the night of May 8, the store of 
A. Mooser, in Santa Monica, was bur- 
glarized, and the thieves, besides tak- 
ing about $200 worth of dry goods: and 
stock, committed mischief causing a 
loss of some $25 besides. The facts 
were reported to the local police, who 
in turn notified the police authorities 
in this city.

The boys were brought 
to police headquarters, They acknowl- 
edge having been in Santa Monica the 
night of the robbery, but said two other 
young men, Joseph Norwood and 
George Burton, had given them the 
handkerchiefs. Norwood and Burton, 
they said, lived in a rooming-house 
at the corner of Alameda and Commer- 
cial streets. The officers found the two 
in their room and arrested them. At 
the station a pair of new socks was 
found on each, which. together with 
the handkerchiefs, were identified by 
Mr. Mooser as stock stolen from his 
store. 

The men have been turned over to 
the Santa Monica authorities, and will 
have an examination today. There are 
two others implicated in the robbery, 
but the police have been unable to lo- 
cate them as yet. Only about 10 per 
cent. of the stolen goods was recov- 
ered.

WALNUT-GROWERS MEET. 


Preliminary Steps Taken to Form a 
Central Association. 

Representative walnut-growers of 
Southern California met in convention 
yesterday, in the Assembly Wall of 
the Chamber of Commerce. Santa 
Barbara, Orange and Los Angeles coun- 
ties were represented, and these, with 
Ventura, are the only counties in 
Southern California where walnuts are 
grown. In all there were about fifty 
delegates present, and E. S. Smith of 
Santa Barbara was elected chairman, 
C. E. Holcomb of Fullerton, secre- 
ary. 

The convention really met in  ad- 
journed session from April 28, when 
certain resolutions were adopted, and 
were to be submitted by the delegates 
to the several local associations. The 
one important object of the meeting 
yesterday was to organize a central as- 
sociation, similar in scope and general 
plan to that adopted by the citrus- 
growers, and more recently by the de- 
ciduous-fruit growers. While desiring 
to codperate with this central organi- 
zation in the fixing of prices, and in 
any other way further the interests of 
the walnut-growers, the Rivera and 
Fullerton associations tefused to join 
in the central organization. Both of 
these organizations are in good working 
order, and are able to place their crop 
without difficulty, and in such case did 
not feel warranted in joining a cen- 
tral exchange that, whatever it might 
do, and however it might benefit new 
local organizations, could do very lit- 
tle, if anything, to benefit them. 

At the previous meeting the follow- 
ing committee was appointed to draft 
a plan of action to which all could 
subscribe. and yesterday reported: S. 
F. Daniels and S. B. Benchley, Ful- 
lerton; Messrs. Judson and Gooch, 
Rivera; Mrs. H. W. Strong, Whittier: 
P. F. Cogswell, El Monte; R. H. 
Sanborn, Tustin; J. B. Neff, Anaheim, 
and E. S. Smith, Santa Barbara. The 
report made was as follows:

MANAGER JOHN CC, FISHER SUED 
FOR ALLEGED DAMAGES. 


Purse Forwarded to Co. B for Good 
Things to Eat—City Park Offer 
for Mobilising Troops not Yet 
Accepted—Cavaliry Recruits. 


SAN DIEGO, May 18.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Mary E. Anderson and Edward 
W. Anderson, colored, have begun action 
against John C. Fisher, manager of the 
Fisher Operahouse, to recover $1000 dam- 
ages for alleged ejection from the Operfa- 
house on account of their color. The af- 
fair occurred a year ago, and Anderson 
brought suit in his own name and lost it. 
He obtained judgment in the Justice Court, 
but on appeal, with two judges sitting in 
bank, the case went against him. 

Now Mrs. Anderson is trying the matter 
in her own name, suit being brought this 
time direst in the Superior Court. Mrs. 
Anderson alieges in her complaint that the 
defendant sold a scat in the parquet for the 
use of Mrs. Anderson, for a performance 
to be given on the night of May 17, 1897. 
Mrs. Anderson entered the theater, she al- 
leges, upon the defendant's invitation .and 
with his knowledge and consent, but when 
sho entered the parquet to take her seat 
the defendant refused to allow her to do 80, 
because she was a colored person. - 

Manager Fisher alleges that all tickets 
have a statement to the effect that they 
may be taken up by the management by 
returning their cost. A rule of the house 
has been not to allow colored reons on 
the main floor of the theater. e Ander- 
son couple, he avers, sent and purchased 
their tickets through ‘somebody else, and 
the man at the ticket-window did not know 
they were for colored people. When Ander- 
son and his wife appeared at the theater, 
Manager Fisher states, he told them of the 
rules, and offered to give them back their 
money or give them a seat in the balcony. 
Anderson, Fisher says, accepted the money, 
and left the theater. It is held that when 
Anderson took back the money, the incident 
was closed, and that he had no cause of 
acticn. 

The case is of considerable interest, as it

San Francisco offers so many superiorities 
over San D‘ego that the mere matter of a 
more suitable climate for camping out is not 
likely to change the plans. Private advices 
from the boys in camp at the Presidio con- 
firm everything that has been said regard- 
ing the bleak winds, raw fogs, clouds of 
dust, rain and other disagreeable - features 
of camp life there. But as San Francisco 
has the steamers r to convey the 
troops, and the great supply depots where 
they may be outfitted, it would be strange 
if the War Department should choose a 
place 500 miles distant for the massing of 
troops.

REPORT ON WATER POLLUTION BY 
THE HEALTH OFFICER. 


> 


Economizing on the Electric Lights. 
Transfer of the Highland Lum- 
ber Company’s Property—Start- 
ing Up of the Mill and Factory. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 18. — (Regular 
Correspondence.] The City Board of Trustees 
met in regular session on Tuesday evening. 

Health Officer Rene submitted a report on 
the pollution of the city water, which subject 
he has been investigating during the past 
two wecks. He stated that a number of dead 
sheep had been found in the ditch north of 
Rialto, through which the iocal supply of 
water runs, and that the water was otherwise 
polluted by dead rabbits and other animals. 
Another source of pollution was discovered 
in the shape of slime and slickens, which were 
traced to the mining operations going on 
above the place where the water is taken out 
of the creek. Dr. Rene was instructed t»> 
make a chemical analysis of the water above 
and below the mines, and if the fact is estab- 
lished that the water is polluted by the mine 
ing débris, legal steps will probably be taken 
to compel the owners to adopt less objection- 
able methods of mining. The City Engineer 
supported the statements of Or. Rene. He 
stated that the trouble from working the 
mines lies in the fact that the vegetable 
mold on the surface of the ground, which is 
of a poisonous nature, is washed down the 
flumes by the hydraulicking carried on, an 
into the ditch which carries the water for 
the city’s use. Chairman Frith agreed to 
call a meeting of the board as soon 4s he 
is notified that Dr. Rene has completed hia 

nalysis. 

: The matter of reducing the number of elec- 
tric lights in the city was discussed, and 
action was postponed until the next regular 
meeting, when each Trustee will be prepared 
to designate the three lights in his ward that 
will least be missed, and the electric company 
will be instructed to cut off the lights desig- 
nated on June 1.
